(County) desire to enter into an INTERLOCAL cooperative agreement 
to staff the Veterans Affairs Office from the date of this 
agreement to December 31, 1994; and 


WHEREAS, the City currently employs a Veterans Affairs 
Officer, and provides office space, supplies, and support staff for 
said Officer, which Office has served all of Allen County even 
though paid for by and included within the levy for the taxpayers 
of the City from approximately 1973 to the present; and 


WHEREAS, Indiana Code 10-5-1-11 requires that after July 1, 
1994 the County Executive shall designate and may employ a County 
Veteran's Service Officer. 


NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual promises, covenants, 
and agreements set forth hereafter, the parties agree as follows: 


SECTION 1. The County hereby designates the City Veteran's 
Affairs Officer as the County's Veteran's Affairs Officer and the 
City agrees that said person shall perform such services on behalf 
of the County. 


SECTION 2. By July 1, 1994, the County shall pay the City the 
sum of $16,000.00 to reimburse the City for most of the anticipated 
expenses to operate the Veteran's Affairs Office from July 1, 1994 
to December 31, 1994. 


SECTION 3. The City will administer, direct and control its 
veteran's Affairs Office as it has previously, from July 1, 1994 to 
December 31, 1994. The County will establish a Veterans Affairs 
Office and designate a Veterans Affairs Officer on or before 
January 1, 1995, and as of January 1, 1995 the City will be 
released of all responsibility for veteran services in the City and 
the County except as may be modified in the future by the State 
Legislature.

SUBJECT: Veterans Service Officer Position

At the time the 1994 budget was approved, Mayor Helmke designated 
that the Veterans Service Officer position would be funded by the 
City budget through June of 1994 only. Indiana Code 10-5-1-11 
requires that after July 1, 1994, the County Executive shall 
designate, and may employ, a County Veterans Service Officer. 


Attached is an Interlocal Agreement between the City of Fort Wayne 
and the County of Allen County for veterans affairs services 
through the end of 1994. Since the City of Fort Wayne already 
employs a Veterans Service Officer, and to provide uninterrupted 
services to the veterans, we have agreed to an arrangement where 
Allen County will reimburse the City for expenses in the amount of 
$16,000 to provide the service through the end of the year. As of 
January 1, 1995 the position will revert completely to Allen 
County. 


We recommend approval of the attached ordinance which will give the 
Mayor the authority to execute it on behalf of the City.
